Incensed at Stone Company for 


Death of Countryman. 


Threaten Suit-March to the Hospital 


Where Sam Sabute is Dying- 


Verdict of Coroner's Jury. 


On Saturday afternoon Coroner Jonas 


Hoyle held an inquest in the case of 
Muig Frunclto, tho Itiilinii killed at the 
John O'Laughlin Stone Co. quarry, the 
evidence developing that Tranche and 
Sum JSaliutc were engaged coupling ears 
loaded with stone mid sending them up 
the steep- incline to the crusher of the 
mill, wliun si hook broke and one car 
rushed down the incline, turned over a 
couple1 of times, 
throwing stones 
in 


every direction and before Frnnchc could 
pel out of the way lie was struck and 
thrown- quite a distance, being instantly 
killed, while Sabulo sustained fatnl in- 
juries. 


IIISJsECK WAS BROKEN. 


The jury lifter viewing the scene of 


Occident, examining the wrecked cnr and 
body of the dead man and hearing the 
evidence, brought in the following vet 
diet: 


\V\'. the undersigned jury, find that 


Muig tranche came1 to hi^ death by bo- 
ing slrhck by :n.stone car or some of the 
load of stone which had boon released 
by the 'breaking of a hook of tho ear 
niid which enmo down the incline at the 
.lobn O'LnughJin Stone Co. quarry, cans- 
ing the bro:i.king of his neck and causing 
instant death.''

nn.lly and there arc-cuts and bruises all 
over his body, caused by. stones striking 


him. 


CAXXOT RECOVER.

quit work and so did those hired at the 
Ilorlick plant ;md they refused to re- 
turn. This morning the whole gang, in

for the hospital to see their injured and 
lying countryman. It is probable that 
they will not resume work until after 
the dead man is buried and the injured 
man dies or is reported out of danger.

a scarcity of help in sojne departments 
iiud assert that in this respect the in- 
crease of wages granted early lust sum- 
mer did not have the beneficial result 
hopod for. .Tho increase has not thus 
far drawn buck a sufficient number of 
those who left the mills when ^wages 
wore lower and when there was dissatis- 
faction among the workmen for other 
i easous. 


In some of the mills at the present 


timo more looms are stopped than lias 
been tho case heretofore in tho history 
of the industry in this state. In one 
large mill there are wild to be 000 looms 
idle where a few year* ago the number 
of applicants for work exceeded the (Io- 
nian. A fifth of tho looms in mio.ther 
large mill «ru said to be stopped for 
want of operatives. 


This starcity of labor has 
brought 


about keen competition among mill olli- 
cials in offering inducements to families 
of workers to become permanent helj..

To know Dr. Roberts was to 
honor and respect him, and no man in 
his profession has done more to stamp 
out contagious diseases than he 
has 


during his career in the service of. the 
state. 


In addition to his work for the state 


which kept him away from home a large 
portion of the time he maintained a lo- 
cal practice and was financially interest- 
oil in the Rock County Concrete Stone 
company; the Silica Brick and Stone Co., 
and the Dr. David Roberts' Veterinary 
Hcmedy Co., of Waukesha. Ee had been 
a.iiienfbor of the fire police patrol since 
ISOO and was appointed a member of the 
city fire and police commission about a 
year ago. In the halls of Oriental lodge 
Xo. 22, Knights of Pythias, in which or- 
ganization he took an abiding interest, 
lie will be sorely missed. He was a good 
citizen; he was ever ready to take an 
active part in any enterprise in which

His courage and executive ability were 
a large asset to all such undertakings.

WASHINGTON, 
Oct. S.—Spnnish- 


Aiiieric'an War Veterans from practical- 
ly every state in the union are in attend- 
ance upon thc-tliii-d animal encampment 
of the organization which began its ses- 
sions here today. Since Saturday noon, 
organizations of the veterans have been 
arriving here on every incoming train, 
and by the time the first session of the 
encampment was culled to order by Com- 
mander in Chief Charles K. Miller of 
Ohio, all of the eastern, middle, western 
and southern states were represented by 
big delegations. 


At the conclusion of liis response to a 


welcoming address by President McFar- 
land of sthc board of district commis- 
sioners Commander in Chief Miller, sub- 
mitted to the delegates his report for 
the year. A tentative agreement has 
been entered into between Commander 
Miller and Commander Walker, of the 
Legion of Spanish War 
Veterans of 


Massachusetts, providing for a consolida- 
tion of the ftvo organizations. It prob- 
ably will lie, ratified nt this encampment. 
The Massachusetts 
organization 
lias 


about 4,500 members. Commander Mil- 
ler, recommended that 
in 
the south 


where there arc many negroes eligible to 
membership in the organization, separ- 
ate camps and separate departments be 
organized for white mid for black mem- 
bers. The financial condition of the or- 
ganization, Commander Miller said, was 
good, all bills be.ing paid and a balance 
of $2.400 in the bank. While it wnS not 
possible for tin} commander to report 
the precise membership of the United 
Spanish War Veterans, he said it ap- 
proximated 45,000.

Gas company would not -violate their 
rule, anil pay them their wages, two full 
weeks before the regular pay-day, two 
score of Italians, Hungarians and Greeks 
who Imve bcnn employed by that' com- 
pany gathered at the.Sixth street offices 
this'morning nnd refused to leave.until 
their pay had been given them. Finally 
when the laborers became too insistent, 
it was necessary to call tho police to 
disperse them, tho gesticulating angry 
crowd attracting an audience that com- 
pletely blocked the sidewalk. 


The men who have been employed by 


fin' local company in digging a trench 
yesterday received an ofTcr from a Chi- 
cago firm to go to Montana at a slight 
increase of pay. Practically all accepted 
tho ofler, and" when they appeared this 
morning, instead of going to work, de- 
manded their pny. which according to 
the customs of the company woxild not 
be given them until October 20th, the 
regular pay-day. 


REFUSE TO LEAVE. . 


The men refused to accept that an- 


swer, however, and stolidly 
stood 
in 


front of the ollice, evidently preparing 
to wait until their money 
should be 


forthcoming, 
liven after the arrival of 


the officer, the. men refused to leave un- 
til they had received their money and 
it was'finally ncr^ary to threaten the 
interpreter with arrest before they de- 
pnrleil. The laborers would not leave 
the vicinity however, and the bunch hud- 
dled just around the corner of Wiscon- 
sin Btroi't evidently intending to camp 
until their pay wns forthcoming. .Offic-

Shock of Accident Confines all to the 


House—Mr. Yance Suffers From 


Bruises and Cuts—Happened 


at Mygatt's Corners. 


...L. H. Yanco of 1702 Park avenue, was 
seriously injured and bis -wife and two 
daughters were hurt in a, runaway at 
5:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon near 
Mygatt's Corners. Mr. Yanee received 
two serious cuts on the face, layi;:g the 
flesh wide open and requiring a number 
of stitches, while all were badly shaken 
up and frightened. 


. Yesterday afternoon, Mr. Yance acoro- 


panied by his wife and two daughters, 
departed for a ride in the country,' the 
four occupying a two-seated surrey. Af- 
ter driving several hours, the party was 
returning and had just pa'ssed Mygatt'a 
Corners on the Twelfth street road. They 
were driving slowly when the. horse be- 
came frightened at some object, on the 
roadside and jumped to one side, over- 
turning the carriage into the ditch .at 
the roadside. Fortunately the heavy 
carriage in going over threw the horse 
into the ditch, or ol! four might -have 
been terribly crushed in the runaway. 
As it was the horse was thrown, and the 
occupants succeeded in extricating them- 
selves from the overturned vehicle be- 
fore the animal could rise to his feet. 


CARRLA.GE WRECKED. 


The vehicle was almost 
completely 


wrecked by the accident, but was finally 
repaired sufficiently to be brought into 
Raciue. All four of the party; though 
suffering from their cuts and bruises, 
were brought into the city, and Dr. 
Nott called to attend the injuries. It 
will be some time before Mr. Yance will 
have recovered from his injuries, and 
the shock of the accident has confined 
all four of the injured to their home. 
The horso which was driven was a. gen- 
tle one and has never given any previous 
trouble. 


OBITUARY. 


Miss Laura Evans, 1041 Park avenue, 


received a telegram from Ogden, Utah, 
this morning, bringing the sad intelli- 
gence that her nephew, Louis Ellis, was 
dead at that place and that the body 
would be forwarded to l\acine. to par- 
ticulars were given and it is. not known 
ii' death was due to-illness or that-he. 
was accidentally killed.' Deceased was 
born in Wales and wns about 26 years 
of age. When a' mere boy he was 
brought to Eacine by his parents ajid 
be was reared and educated in the city. 
His father was killed in a railway acci- 
dent at Elkhorn, Wis,, and his mother 
died about four years ago, BO the only 
relative ho has here is Miss Evans.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. S.-A terrific 


explosion of illuminating gas in the =ub- 
way of tiie Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
company under construction at 
Sixth 


and Market streets today resulted in tiie 
death of six men, the injuring of about 
a dozen others and'Ciiused-property dam- 
age tl'.at will run into thousands of dol- 
lars. 
Besides the six men that ' arc 


known to be dead, it is said that fit least 
three others are buried unda- tons of 
earth in the wrecked subway. 
Extraor- 


dinary efforts are l«:ing made to dear 
the excavation, but it willbe late in the 
day before this can be accomplished. 


The explosion occurred shortly before 


7 o'clock nnd in consequence of the ear- 
ly hour but 'a few workmen had gather 1 
ed. The explosion was caused by a leak 


• in a city gas main that had been im- 
properly repaired last ni'Jit. The escap- 
ing gas formed in a pocket- in the- sub- 
way and it is believed Ihat-o workman: 
carrying a lamp into the great i hole ig- 
.nited the gas. 
The corner. ,of .Sixth: 


and .Market streets is oi,-e of the busy, 
sections of the city, but there was fortu- 
nately little traffic thc'e when he .ex-, 
•plosion occurred.

From Fifth street to Seventh 
street on Market street and for half a 
snunrc (.n Sixth street both north and 
south of Market street, not a whole 


of glnss is kft. All the large: plate 
windows were broken and. thous- 


n,,as of dollars worth of goods m the 
.how windows were damaged. Dozens of 
ric.ns were torn from the roofs and walls 
of bui'dings and it is considered remark- 
able that not mure persons were killed 
The vicinity of the explosion is roped 
off and business within 
the 
affected 


arei was temporally suspended. 


One of the injured in the hospitals died 


this afternoon, making a total of seven 
known to be dead.

French Government May Take 


a Hand in the Game in 


Indo-China 


King- 9! Annain Enjoys the Sight of. 


Torture to Death of Seven ol His 


Wives—An Aged Prince is 


Shot Down. 


PARIS, Oct. 5.—Tahenn Thai king of 


Ammui, according to stories reaching 
Paris from Jtndo China lias again been 
guilty of sucli.atrucitics that the French 
government rnny become compelled to 
adopt rigorous disciplinary measures as 
it did several years ago. At that time 
on account ot the scandal caused by the 
barbarous torture of tlie king's personal 
attendants, the French resident who is 
.it the head of. the gondnrmcry entered 
the palace to save the lives of the at- 
tendants and restore order. 


The mails now report that in August 


the king was" seized with a homicial ma- 
nia, 
ordered seven of Ms wives to be ex- 


ecuted and looked on with delight while 
they were flowjy tortured to death. A 
few days later the king shot down a 
prince, who was 70 years of iige, n, mem- 
ber of the council of the royal family 
highly esteemed and the last surviving, 
son of King Minli Hang. When 
the 


French resident called to remonstrate 
with Thnnh Thai the latter declined to 
permit him to enter the palace. 
The 


king wanted to come to Paris as the 
king of Cambodia did, but the French 
press declines that such a fiend 
shall 


never be allowed to visit France.

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 4.— An attempt is 


to be made to prevent Fred W. Cords, 
the Republican nominee for the oifiee of 
clerk of the courts, from having his name 
placed on the oflicial ballot, and if his 
name goes on the ticket to prevent his 
taking his office if elected. It is claim- 
ed on the part of those back of the move- 
ment that when Mr. Cards before the 
primary election promised that if nom- 
inated and elected he would pay in all 
fees to the. county treasury he was using 
a bribe to voters.

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 5.—Three sepa- 


rate tornadoes struck New Orleans and 
vicinity today causing losa of life and 
great .property damage in sections which 
a week ago today weie more or less de- 
vastated by the gulf hurricane. 


The first tornado was at Pontchatoula 


La., about fifty miles north of here, the 
second,in 'New Orleans and the third 
near Biloxi, Miss., about.half way be- 
tween here and Mobile on the gulf coast. 
The tornado at Pontchatoula struck the 
southern end of the town about seven 
o'clock in the morning.

Ge_orgc Hawes was killed in his home 


which was blown down and his wife and 
four children were badly injured. 


Three negroes- were also reported kill- 


ed at Pontchatoula. 
, .The second tornado appeared in New 
Qrlcans soon after S o'clock, stripping a 
narrow path 'through five miles of the 
city residence and business section and 


.'d<iirig'$uOO/)'pO damages.

ber of houses were blown down by the 
wind in different parts of the city. At 
First and Magnolia streets a house is 
reported demolished and a woman and 
child severely hurt. A factory at Erato 
and Magnolia is also reported to have 
suffered severely. 


The tornado crossing the river near 


Audulion park, swept in a northwester- 
ly direction over the city, crossing Canal 
to the woodside of Claborne. 
It was 


preceded by a thunderous noise. Along 
its whole piith of three miles or more, 
damage was done. Telephone and tele- 
graph poles were prostrated and commu- 
nication with many; parts of the city 
was rendered impossible. .Debris strewn 
along its track put the Peters avenue 
line temporarily out of 
business.

Firm In Statement! He Know Jfothinjr of 


Stocklnc'i nan to Eitort nloner-

OD the ground that he 
was an innocent victim, led into the 
trouble through misrepresentations. As 
Stocking is anxious that Miller shall es- 
cape'punishment, there is every reason 
to believa he is ready to shoulder the 
whole responsibility. That he intends 
to waive examination when the case is 
called before Court Commissioner TVent- 
worth, seems evident. As yet neither of 
the prisoners have asked for an attor- 
rcy.

THE COST OF CAMPAIGNS. 


What becomes of tho immense sums 


raised by National Committees? asks 
the World's Work. Only a part of the 
answer is known; the 
remainder can 


only be guessed at. First of all must be 
noted the cost of maintaining the nat- 
ional headquarters, often amounting to 
$3,000 a day, since the organization must 
be as extensive as that of the executive 
oflices 
of a great railroad system. 


Every time a great meeting is held in a 
city "like New York, the the incidentals 
call for perhaps $4,000 ;• if a torchlight 
parade is to precede it, from 813,000 to 
.$20,000 more must bo provided. 


The silvery eloquence of a single cam- 


paign often costs as much as $20,000, and 
only the National Committee knows the 
amount required to subsidize newspapers 
and maintain a publicity bureau.' The 
taking of a political census .in all tuo 
doubtful states makes great inroads on 
the fund early in the campaign but the 
most expensive work .comes during the 
hist three weeks. Largo sums of money 
arc suddenly required for use in certain 
localities. 
For example, it is reported 


on "ood authority that a, few days be- 
fore" the election of 1383 the Democrats 
sent $100,000 in to Indiana; three nights 
before the election, Chairman Quay for- 
warded $300,000 to the same state. 
\ conservative estimate of the total 


cost of a presidential campaign, includ- 
ing the smaller campaigns in every state 
carried on in connection with it, would 
not full short of $20,000,000. .

Neither of the men showed 
signs of fear, Robinson saying all the 
time that he was going to heaven.
